VERY  RARE  RELICS  OF  THE  LAKE  DWELLERS  OF  SWITZERLAND. 

These  people,  of  very  early  origin,  stated  to  have  flourished  from  5,000 
to  7,000  years  ago,  lived  in  curious  little  houses  on  stilts  over  the  Swiss  Lakes, 
they  were  a race  of  fishermen  and  hunters,  and  did  some  little  agricultural 
work,  as  their  relics,  chiefly  in  stone  and  deer  horn,  attest.
